In a case that stirred fierce debate 
over how to treat young offenders, 
Nathaniel Abraham. 13, sat expression- 
less and looked straight ahead as the 
jney anmwimed its verdict after 18 hours 
of defiberations over four days. 

Hie was acquitted of first-degree mur- 
der. which could have sent him to prison 
Cor li£e with no chande of parole. 

Ac his sentencing Dec 14, Nathaniel 
could get a mavimnm of life in prison 
with a rfiance of parole or he could be 
seiuei i ced as a juvenile to time already 
so<ed, or held until his 21$t birthday. 

Prosecutors said they would recom- 
mend a blended sentence, keeping him

JTuesday night.

On Tuesday, walking through a 
muddy Turkish tent camp in a 
cold rain, President Clinton com- 
forted survivors of the earth- 
quake that killed more than 
17,000 people and promised the 
United States will provide help 
until life returns to normal. 
"Keep your spirits up, keep the 
smiles on your children’s faces, 
keep helping the people who lost 
their loved ones in the carth- 
quokc,” the president said 
Tuesday at a camp housing 9,000 
people. “And know that logcdicr 
wc will get through this to better 
days.” The president said the 
United States is sending 500 
more tents to help house people 
left homeless by last week's 
quake. 

Tens of thousands of buildings 
collapsed across a 120-mile swath 
of Turkey’s industrial heartland 
Aug. 17, leaving hundreds of 
thousands homeless. Three 
months later, terrible memories 
still haunt suivivors, particularly 
the children. Hillary Clinton, 
accompanying her husband, won- 
dered whether there was a way 
“to help the children get those 
feelings out of their minds.” 
Another quake struck Friday 
with a death toll exceeding 500. 


WASHINGTON - The White 
House ond Republican leaders 
neared ogre^ent Tuesday night 
on a massive spending bill that 
would finance the hiri^ of new 
teachers and police officers, 
increase funding for medical 
research and complete work on 
the budget for the federal govern- 
ment this year. 

The two sides were sdU hag- 
gling over whether to include a 
small and largely symbolic across- 
the-board spen^ng cut that the 
Republicans favor to combat 
waste and fraud in the govern- 
ment. But after weeks of con- 
tentious negotiations, the two 
sides resolved all other substan- 
tive issues tied to the budget, 
including a new debt relief plm 
for the Third Woiid and a oootro- 
vcrsial milk pricing arrangement. 

While some Midwestern sena- 
tors vowed to fight the daity pro- 
visions, GOP leaders pr^cted 
the $385 billion package - pulling 
together five different spending 
bills - would win appro^ from 
the House and Senate, as many 
lawmakers arc eager to adjourn 
for the rest of the year. 

“Exhaustion is your friend,” 
said House Majority Whip Tom 
DcLay, R-Tcxas. 

Despite frequently sharp 
rhetoric from both Republicans 
and Democrats, this year's budget 
rampromise represents a kind of 
time-out in the ongoing struggle 
over the size and shape of the fed- 
eral government. There wiU be i» 
major tax cut, as favored by the 
GOP, nor dramatic spending ini- 
tiatives, such as a prescription 
drug benefit for Medicare benefi- 
ciaries promoted by President 


Ginton. Negotiators were dose to 
a separate agreement Tuesday 
night for a modest package of 
measures extending expiring tax 
credits. 

Nor will there be sharp cuts in 
spending, as favored by some 
rank-and-file GOP lawmakers or 
prescribed b>- the 1997 balanced 
budget agreement. All told, 
yielding in the 13 annual appn> 
piiations bills >vould grow by $ 30 
billion or about S p er c en t over 
- last year, according to the 
Congressional Budget Office 
(CBOk with the biggest inaeases 
in defense, agriculture and trans- 
portaacsi.

President Clinton is pledging an 
all-out effort to \vin congressional 
approval of a major market-open- 
ing trade agreement Mth Chinn.

I Teamsters union President 
‘ James P. Hoffa denounced the 
pact as a "slap in the face not only 
- -to workers in America, but to 
their counterparts in China." 
AFL-CIO President John Sweeney 
called it a “grave mistake.” 

“Ic is disgustingly hypocritical 
of the Clinton administration to 
pledge to 'put a human face on 
the ^obal economy’ while pros- 
trating itself in pursuit of o trade 
deal with a rogue nation,” 
Sweeney said in a statement. 

The American Textile 
Manufacturers Institute, an 
industry trade group, estimated 
that the trade deal with China 
will cost ISO, 000 U.S. jobs in the 
textile and apparel industries, 
two ^tors that f.icc heavy com- 
petition from Chinese imports.

But to the Clinton administra- 
tion and many other American 
business groups, the agreement 
reached in Beijing on Monday 
offers the prospect of boosting 
sales of American manufactured 
goods, form products, movies and 
financial services l)y lowering bar- 
riers that have prevented U.S.

lous country. 

Responding to another com- 
plaint, Vice President Al Core 
said Tuesday that Clinton will 
sign an order requiring serious 
environmental review of all 
major trade agreements, with 
advice from the public and out- 
side experts. “We can use that 
information to shape emerging 
ende agreements to better pro- 
tect out own environment and the 
global environment as well,” 
Gore sold in Seattle. 

Treasury Secretary Lawrence 
Summers told reporters that the 
agreement “means more jobs for 
Americans.

Many of us 
believe that one person’s quest for 
more dollars should not be the overrid- 
ing criteria in determining how this val- 
ley develops. If wc did, perhaps \vc 
would be competing with you for those 
milk cows and hogs.

Taliban orders stop to demonstrations 


I KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) - 
The Taliban ordered an end

offices was burned to the 
ground. 

Taliban leader Mullah 
Mohammed Omar issued a state- . 
mcni from his headquarters in 
souiiicm Kandahar that sharply 
criticized U.N. sanctions but 
urged Afghans to seek solace in 
prayer, not public protests. 

“Only trust in Cod ... I ask 
everyone do not demonstrate 


anymore. You should show 
restraint, ” the statement said. 
“Instead you should leave k to 
God to take revenge against 
these cruel people," a reference 
to the United States and the 
, United Nations. 

The statement came as Erick 
de Mul, the U.N. coordinatoefor 
Afghpnisian, arrived in the 
Af^an capital of Kabul for talks 
with Taliban officials. 

Dc Mul told reporters that 
Taliban officials offered compen- 
sation for damage done by pro- 
testers. On Monday in northwest* 
cm Forah province, a U.N. office 


was burned to the ground, and 
facilities, vchides and equipment 
around the country have been 
vandalized or stolen. 

The United Nations accused 
the Taliban of not doing itmugh 
to stop the violence, which 
gone on daily since Sunday, when 
the world body imposed sanc- 
tions over the Taliban's refiua] to 
hand over Osama bin t.-iHiti for 
trial either in the United States 
or in a third country.

The Four H paper gives the 
Idaho delegation five months to 
do what they can to protect 
Idaho interests, said Scott Bossc, 
fisheries biologist with Idaho 
Rivers United and a leading pro- 
ponent of breaching the dams. 

But it’s up to Idaho’s political 
leaders to protect Idaho water, 
Idaho stcclhead and the loggers, 
miners, ranchers, river runners 
and anglers who would face 
increasing restrictions if the 
dams stay in place. 

“Continuing to say no to every- 
thing ain’t gonna cut it," Bossc 
said. “The status quo is not an 
option." 


But he was disappointed in 
Four H paper, saying it leaves an 
illusion of choices that ore not all 
po.ssible, realistic or even feasi- 
ble, he said. 

Rep. Mike Simpson, R-Idaho, 
said it’s been his fear for ilic past 
year and a half that the issue 
would come down to a choice 
between the dams and southern 
Idaho irrigation tvaccr. 

He has said in the past that if 
that were the clioicc, he’d have 
to protect the water. But he also 
fears the reality may be both - 
the dams and the water would 
go, he said Tuesday.

For now, howev- 
er, he will withhold judgment 
until the federal agencies issue 
their final recommendations on 
salmon recovery.

HURLEY - Plans to open the 
Overland Bridge early next 
week have not been hampered 
much hy the drawdown of the 
Snake River, and Idalm 
Construction Co. officials say 
the bridge should he open 
Monday or Tuesday. 

“We are right on schedule," 
Project Superintendent Gary 
Dickerson said. “When the 
water ivas low it was hampering 
our access, but it didn’t slow us 
dmm any." 

Milner Reservoir was low- 
ered five feet beginning Oct. 29, 
allowing Heybum homeowners 
to repair bulkheads and docks 
damaged in the 1997 flood, ami 
to allow the Bureau of 
Reclamation to survey the 
re.servoir’s dam. Hut authorities 
started bringing the river back 
up Sunday. It should be back to 
normal Monday. 

“It is on its way back up,” 
said Vince /Uberdi, manager of 
the Twin Falls Canal Co. 

The construction company 
will be able to use its barge to 
complete last-minute prepara- 
tions to open the bridge, 
Dickerson said. The first phase 
of the bridge was scheduled to 
be open by November and 
Dickerson docs not sec any rea- 
son why that will not happen. 

But the river has not been the 
only obstacle. 

With five subcontractors 
working at once, Dickerson is 
coordinating work on 4,500 
cubic yards of concrete, 1.2 mil- 
lion pounds of reinforced steel 
and 761,000 pounds of piling. 

When the first phase on the 
$7 million bridge is completed 
Dickerson will iKgin again coor- 
dinating the efforts of subcon- 
tractors working on the second 
phase of the project - the south- 
bound lane - which is scheduled 
to be completed one year from 
now. 

The old bridge will be 
removed and the other half of, 
the new bridge will be built 
next to the first half of chc new 
bridge. 

There can be close to 40 
employees ot a time working on 
the bridge, Dickerson said. 

. Cassia County Sheriff Billy 
Crystal says motorists should be 
cautious during construction. 
Since construction began a year 
ago, the bridge has been the 
scene of an increased number 
of traffic ocdilcnis. 

Drivers have a difficult time 
turning in to businesses along 
the construction route, and trafi 
fic often comes to a stop, he 
said. 

Safety is why the Idaho 
Transportation Department 
chose to build the new bridge. 
The 53-year-old. bridge could 
no longer hold the volume of 
traffic it was designed to han- 
dle. 

The current average volume 
of traffic in 1999 is 22,100 vehi- 
cles daily, said Chuck Martinez 
of the ITD. The average count 
in 2019 could reach 28,100, 
Martinez said.

BOISE (AP) - Idaho public 
school teachers barely reedved a 
passing grade on a national 
report card released by a conser- 
vative educational reform group. 

But the Idaho Education 
Association sharply critidacs the 
study, saying the state would 
have to undergo a number of 
implausible changes to pass the 
Thomas B. Fordham Foundation 
test. 

The foundation gave Idaho 
teachers a D-minus, largely 
because the state lacks a way to 
hold them accountable for stu- 
dent performance. 

Only two states got top grades;

Thirteen states flunked. 

The overall average for the SO 
states was a D. The foundation is 


headed 1^ Chester Finn, a foimer 
U.S. Department of Education 
offidal in the Reagan administra- 
tion. 

It holds that high academic 
standards and rigorous account- 
ability of educators are keys to 
reforming public education. 
Idaho was criticized for that la^ 
of accountability. 

The Idaho Education

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Turnip greens are a southern delicacy

A Soudie iner who grew up eat- 
t=s turnip greens might find it 
cdd that they are included in a 
book titled ‘Uncommon Fruits 
and Vegetables, ‘ But there they 

are on page 473. Author Elizabeth 

Schneider describes them like 
this:. ‘\TIth 2 particularly harsh 
heat and rou^ teatured leaves 
ihfce those of a coarse radish), 
nxn^greensarenot a loved veg- 
ecahle in America; except to those 
whn have been raised on them.” 
Doesn’t exactly mspire one to 
rush oat and try them. But if 
yon’re ever had turnip greens 
Ibc^^anmered, dressed with pep- 
s ance or vinegar and served 
with warm curiibr ead. you’ve tast- 
ed a ZBnlle bit of Southern heaven.

- Se l rct M M and storage: look 


for ndativcly small, tender leaves 
that arc moist and wcll-coolcd. 
• Avoid heavy stems and yellow 
leaves. Avoid greens with leaves 
^ac are wilted, yellow or have 

dark green, slimy patches. 

Turnip greens are surprisingly 
perishable for such a sturdy look- 
log plant, so don’t buy them 
unless they'll be used within a 
few days. To store, wrap them in 
damp paper toweling, then place 
in a perforated plastic' bag and 
refrigerate. If the greens are pur- 
chased in good condition and if 
the paper toweling is kept moist, 
they will keep up to one week. 

• Preparation: Wash greens 
thoroughly by placing them in a 
sink filled with lukewarm water 
and swishing them around. 
Remove any roots, stem the 
greens if necessary, and repeat 
washing process undl the grit 
disappears. Stronger-flavored 
turnip greens benefit from longer 
cooking in a seasoned broth. 


Don't cook greens in aluminum 
cookware, which affects their 
appearance and taste. 

Traditionally seasoned with 
bacon grease, a horn hock or fat- 
back, turnip greens taste just as 
good cooked in no-fat chicken 
bratli and spiced up with a little 
garlic and crushed red pepper. 
Garnish cooked greens with crisp 
bacon, croutons, chopped onion 
or scallions. Turnip greens also 
can be stir-fried or added to 
soups. They should be blanched 
before, adding to soups and stews 
to prevent ohiiter flavor. 

■ Nutritional highlights; Greens 
arc fat-free and arc low in calo- 
ries and sodium. They are an 
excellent source of vitamin A and 
folic acid and a good source of 
vitamin C, and they contribute 
small am>unis of calcium, iron, 
riboflavin and BG.

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Study: Traffic congestion grows in U.S. cities

WASHINGTON (AP) - Drivers 
are motionless in Seattle, bedev- 
iled in Boston and hung up in' the 
heartland. 

r\ nationwide study that details 
the snarling of American roads 
finds congestion just about every- 
where in urban centers, even in 
places that were freewheeling 
only 15 years ago. 

But some cities in California 
and scattered .areas of the nation 
have figurcxl out how to stop a bad 
.situation from getting mu^h 
worse, the Texas Transportation 
Institute said in its annual study 
released Tue.sday. The study is 
b.xsed on commuting figures from 
the federal government and 
states. 


The San Francisco-Oakland 
metropolitan area, Hartford, 
Conn., Honolulu and Browrisvillc, 
Texas, held the line on congestion 
over five years, while San Jose, 
Calif., actually saw a decline, the 
study found. 

And notorious Los Angeles, eas- 
ily the notional leader in horren- 
dous traffic, didn’t get much 
worse. 

Even so, the report points to an 
expanding spidery network of 
dogged troffic ancries across the 


urban landscape since 1982, when 
only one-third of peak urban trav- 
el was stop-ond-go. 

Today, two-imrds of that travel 
is throu^ congestion, and smaller 
dties are not exempt. The worst 


growth in bumper-to-bumper dri-

WASHINGTON - The Federal 
Reserve raised interest rates by 
a quarter point today, boosting a 
key rate for the third time this 
yi^ in on effort to slow the siz- 
zling U.S. economy and keep 
infladon from becoming a proh 
1cm. 

But policy-makers concluded 
that inflation risks hav-c declined 
and signaled a shift away from a 
bias toward raising rates in the 
near future. 

The announcement came after 
a closed-door meeting of the 
Federal Reserve 0{wn Market 
Committee, the policy-makers 
who set interest tale poUdes. 

The Fed said it was increasing 
its target for the federal funds 
rate — the interest batiks charge 
ach other on oi-cmi^l loons - 
to 5.50 percent from 5.25 per- 
-cent 

It also raised its mostly sym- 
bolic discount rate, the interest 
that the Fed charges to make 
direct loans to banks, by a quar- 
**■ point to 5 percent. 

n a statement explaining its 
decision, the Fed said, 
"Although cost pressures appear 
gacially contained, risks to sus- 
tainable growth, pcrsisi." 

Fed policy-makers said that 
while there had been some slow- 
ing of economic activity, they 
were worried that the pace of 
growih "concinues in excess of 
the economy's growih poicn-

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - A grow- 
ers association plans to buy 
exclusive, licenses from the 
University of Idaho for new 
potato varieties they hope will 
allow the state to hold onto its 
reputadon for the best spuds. 

As public money for agricul- 
tural research becomes tighter, 
universities ore looking to the 
private sector for funds to devel- 
op new, more productive 
strains. 

The Potato Growers of Idaho 
announced this week that it will 
be work with the Moscotv school. 

Tltc farmers arc looking for a 
variety that will mature faster 
while yielding more top-quality 
potatoes, said Mike Duff, direc- 
tor of the Blackfoot-bascd orga- 
nization representing two-thirds 
of the state’s growers. 

"We’re looking for a Norkotah 
alternative but something that 


can be called ’Idaho-only,'” he 
said. 

The Norkotah, developed at 
the University of North Dakota- 
Fargo, grows fast and yields a 
high percenioge of No. 1 pota- 
toes. Unlike the Russet 
Burbank, it can be harvested in 
late summer rather than early 
fall. 

Duff said they want strains 
specific to Idaho’s distinct grow- 
ing regions and to accommodate 
the fresh market, frozen pro- 
cessing and dehydration. He 
could not give a dollar amount 
for the agreement because no 
licenses hove been issued. 

It will probably be early 2000 
before the group gets a license. 
Duff said he has high hopes for 
a spud similar to the Russdr 
Burbank that yields 2,000 mot); 
pounds of potatoes per acre 
than the old reliable.
